Open-Air Preachiagi 

We have before us a copy of tbe Daily News, 
an ialuential London Journal, oontalnlng an 
account of opeii-.air serviett bold on Easter 
Sunday, under tho portico of tho Royal Ki- 
chnnge. These services 'were conducted no: 
der tbe inimedinto auspices of the London Citj 
JliaaioD. Quite a number of clergymen took 
part, amongal them tbo Rbt Edward While, 
late Superintendeat. of Weeleyao Mieiious in 
Britieh Columbia. Referriog more panlcnlBr.< 
Jy to Mr White, the Newa saya:— "Mr White, 
tbe Canadian missionary, attraottd more tbau 
ordinary attentioa by the autubiographioal 
character which he gave to hl« obiervaiioDS. 
Fllty«3ir years ago, he said, a Kentlah farmer 
left tbe sborca of England with his family, 
and settled in the woods of Canada, saven 
milcB beyond the then abode of living man, In 
course of time tbe bumble log'bouso in tbo 
forest became the nuclena of a misaionar; or- 
gaalzition, out of which tbe speaker, one of 
the Kentish farmer's sons went forth to preach 
tho trulli amongst tho settlers and Indians in 
Ontario and liiitieb Columbia. Ila labored in 
tbe mission until bia health broke down un- 
darclimata and privation, and then, obtaining 
leave of absence, bo came to England, where 
in tbe centre of mighty London, he saw there 
waa as much end as bard work for the Obrii- 
tlan iniBslonary as In tbe swamps aad back- 
woods of the Western hemisphere. Mr Wbith's 
observations were listened to with deep intcrr 
est, and aeemed to produce a powerful iuflu- 
fluciico in tbo congregation. A newspaper, of 
courao is not Ibo pluco in which to repfui in 
d(jtnil roliijioiia diBcouraei; it will bo sullioienl 
to Gay tbiil all tboao which wore dcUverod 
jealetday under the protico of tbo Royal Ei- 
change were marked by a genuine Christian 
spirit, were simple and easily understood, and 
were of a length just sufficient to sustain tbo 
ftttsntionwitboHtwe&rying orexbaustiog it, Wo 
did not notice Ik slogle yawn in tbe open-nir 
temple. Tbere was neither nodding nor doxing 
in nuy of Its recesses, nor did a tinele psrsun 
present interrupt the speaker by word, cough 
or gesture. The impresBioD made by tbo 
wholi' aprvico vvia most favorable, and such as 
to pioducu tbo conviction that similar >erTii< 
ces Ctild in suitable pldcea would be attended 
with highly beneficial results."

Slr8 B Oartier replied in the ncgaiivq and 
added that for obvious reasons tbe question 
had not yet been considered by Government, 
and tbeie bad been no appropriation for that 
purpose. 

Ull the 25th, Sir F Ilincka gnvo notice for a 
Committoo of the Wholo for Tuesday next, 
to consider a resolution declaring it expedient 
to indemnify tbo members of tho Privy Uoun- 
cil, and all others concerned, in tbo iasua of 
a special warrant by H E tbe Governoi-Gen- 
eral, for ttie advance of the sum of $1,000,000 
to moot tbo expenditure on accoani of tho 
oxpedillonary force ordered to Uanltoba. 
Adopted. 

Mr Wallace, [Vaneoaver laland] on Friday 
next— Enquiry of the Ministry whether it is 
the iatentiou of tbe Government to extend the 
Dominion system of weights and meueares to 
British Columbia; the Imperial system at pre- 
sent enforced in that Province being found 
very ijconvonient to trade. 

The Directors of tbo Canada Gaaraiiteo Com- 
pany, nl a mooting held In Montreal a few 
days ago, appointed the following gentlemen 
Rs offlccrs:— Sir A T Gait, President; Mr John 
Rankin, Vice-PresldtBl; and Mr fidward Raw- 
lings, Manngor. 

Fort Oaruy, April aS— Further letters re- 
garding Shobandowan are at hand. By Inst 
mall gold and silver discoveries of oonsidernn 
ble magaitnde are reported, and a namber of 
oxperta are going there. Mr McKellir, ono o' 
the oldest explorers of tbo Lake Snpi rior Dis- 
trier, proDOunces tbe mine very rich, iuid ia of 
opinion tbat the silver diacovorios go fur 
to eclipse tbo Silver Isk-t Miao. 

Two Jays ago a parly of French Imlf-broods 
about sixty in number, went up Rod River 
armed, to prevent tho Uanadlaiis from rafting 
down ths timber they hod cut by special per- 
mit from tho Dominion otiicialg bare. Tbe 
Canadians lately sent to Winnipeg and pot 
tbemselves revolvers, and both parties vow 
they will light sooner than be thwarted. Tlie 
half.bresds say tba timber was cut oa lands 
which they have taken up for half-beed 
grants. There Is imminent danger of a colli 
sion on tho opening of navigation. 

Tbo report sabmlUed to the House of Com- 
mons with reference to tbe militia, shows 
that the reserve militia of the Dominion num« 
bers nsarly 700,000 men liable for military 
service; while tko Botire militia fores consists 
• 143, 174 olCcers and men, of whom 34,414 
performed their aannal drill. 

The Government railways in Nova Scotia 
on* liudred and forty miles In length, show 
a total of traffic receipts for the last year ol 
.$3 U, 2!) 7; and tbe expeaeeB of working the 
same, $279,873. Tba Government railways in 
New Brunswick show |257,356 receipts, and 
$170,583 expenditure. Tbe net reveauo in 
both Provinces is ooasiderably over that of 
tbe previous year. 

Captain Madden bas been duly appointed 
Immigratioa Commlsstanar on behalf o' tbo 
Dominion to tbe North of Irslaad. Tbe ap^ 
pcintmenl is regarded as an excellent one in 
evoij respect, 

TUe report of tbo Militia Department for 
1S71, shows tbat the reserve Militia in tho 
Bine distriots comprising the four Provinces 
of Ontario, Qoabsc, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, nambers nearly 700.000 fighting 
men.
